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An Account of three Bodks. 

I. De SECRET 10 NE ANIMALI Cogitate, Auth. Guil. 
Cole M. J). Oxon. 1674. in 1 2 °. 

U Pon the conlideration of the NeceiTity and Ufefulnefs of 
knowing the manner how the Secretion of the Juyces in 
the body is made, both for the prefervation and reiloration of 
Health, the Ingenious Author, hading this Argument hitherto 
but negligently and nightly handled, undert kes in this Tradt 
to give us h - s thoughts of m well-confider'd Theory concerning 
it : Having i'uppos’d, frft, that Nature’s method is very limple, 
and alike in tiie deliein of like works ; Jecondly , that the 
bodies oi Animals, and fo of .Men, are fram’d anu do work Me¬ 
chanically ; thirdly, that nothing is to be ufl'erted, which is re¬ 
pugnant to the und.’ubced phenomena of Nature j nor any Ufes 
to be an'ign’d either to parts or liquors, that do net cormpond 
with the Oeconomy ot the whole Body. 

This done, he proceeds to the handling of the Subject itfelf; 
and here-he explains frjl, Wh;.t he means by this Secretion j 
next , he ihews the fource of thefe Secretions, viz, the Chyle 
and Blood ; then, he efbiblilhes the Exiitence of the Nervous 
Juyce, upon which his Hypo the/is mainly depends ; Jurtber, he 
confiders the.previous Dilpolition of the Juyces for Secretion, 
which he laith is induced by an intefiin Ferment.,non ; again, 
he afiigns the Organ. by nature appointed for thi - Qriice, which 
to him are none other but the Glandular Subftances oi the Bo¬ 
dy, to be fuund in all the parts thereof, even in the Skin itfelf; 
more-over, heexpounustl emanner how all animal Secretions are 
perform'd; which he doth Jirjl in general, teaching that general¬ 
ly they are all erfectedimmediately by Percolation ; then, in par¬ 
ticular diillnguhhing Secretions into Simple or Per;Alive, and 
into thofe that are Mixt, ana thefe again into Excretive and Re - 
dutiive, he affirms the Simple or Perfective Secretions to be 
perform’d hv metr Percolation, whereby, upon a previous mix¬ 
ture of the ferments convening from all parts, the texture of 
the Juyce is lb open’d, and its particles io comminuted and 
dhibciated, that any propelling force luperverting, they will 
eahiy fall ai under, and p f> into vehels lutable to admit them: 
By which way he efleems that the trajeexion is made of the Chyle 
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out of the Inteftins into the Milky vejfels, and that of the 
Nervous Juyce out of the Arteri'es of the Brain into the 

Nerves . As to the Mixt Secretions, he will have them fo 
perform’d by a Ferment, as that by means thereof there be im~ 
prefs’d fuch a determintation on feme certain particles of 
the Blood, that leaving behind others they readily pafs 
into the veffels fram’d for Secretion. And here he confiders, that 
if this kind of Separation were tranfadted by meer Percolation, 
nothing probably could hinder, but the more fubtiie matter 
would come away, and the groffer flay behind : Wherefore to 
procure a recefs of the groffer parts, he calls in the help of 
feme fuch Ferment, as may precipitate thefe into the Secretory 
vefid>. On which occafion he difeourfes largely of Ferments , 
ahigning them not only tire Ufe of digefiing and elaborating the 
Juyces of the body, but alfo that of jecreting them. Where in¬ 
deed he takes pains to penetrate into the nature and properties 
of Ferments, minutely examining,'What Bodies are qualified for 
Fenner; cation ; What difference there is in Ferments ; and whence 
the Fen.r ntative power arifes; as alfo the Smalnefs of a Fer¬ 
ments proportion to the Body to be fermented, and the neceffi- 
ty of fbme warmth to excite Fermentation : Explaining with¬ 
al the Size and Figures of the parts of Fermenting bodies, 
which he teaches to be very fmall, very angular, and exceeding 
diffimilar, aligning his reafon for fo doing. To which he adds 
the two main Differences he finds in Ferments, fome having an 
Fxpanjive, and others a Precipitating power ; and having rea¬ 
dme the caufe from whence proceeds this difference, he aiTerts, 
that Nature makes ufe of the former in fimple, and of the latter 
in mixt Secretions. 

After this, he proceeds to fhew. What it "s that Ferments do 
confer to Secretion, and whence they are derived ? As to the for¬ 
mer , he affirms, that there are Jbme Ferments, that are preceda- 
neous to Secretion, and able to loofen and fubtxlize the mafs 
to be fermented, for the more eafie disjundtion of the parts; 
but that there is an other t which immediately caufeth the vety 
adt of Secretion ; which he takes to be the Nervous Juyce t with¬ 
out the diredtion of which he efleems there will hardly be made 
any adtual diifociation of fo many different Subfiances, as Na¬ 
ture 
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ture requires. And this Dodtrine of the Ufe of the Succus ner- 
vofus in the work of Secretion appearing Paradoxical, and, as he 
thinks, not having hitherto been taught by any, though forae 
have long fince afcribed to it a Fermentative power, and affign- 
ed to it a confiderable Ufe in the buhnefs of ‘ Nutrition ; he la¬ 
bors here by feveral reafons to evince the truth of this his new 
afiertion. Which done, he paffes on to deliver his whole Hy¬ 
pothecs, to /hew, In what manner the Secretions in our Body are 
perform'd by means of this Nervous Juyce. 

Here then he fuppofeth firjl, That, as there is a ready paflage 
of the blood out of the arteries into the veins upon the account 
of a fit pofition of thefe in reference to that motion, fo there is 
an eafie and airedt way out of the orifices of the Nerves, infer¬ 
red in the Glanduis, to thofe of the Secretory vefleis : Second¬ 
ly , that thefe vefleis for Secretion are pouted tranfverfly in re- 
fpedt to the Sanguiferous, in fuch a manner that a line, drawn 
from one of them to the other, decuflates, (though perhaps not 
at right angles) the place where the Capillary Arteries dis¬ 
charge themfelves into the Capillary Veins. 

This done, he conjectures, that whilft the Blood is permeating 
the Glanduls wherein the Secretion is to be made, the Ner¬ 
vous Juyce runs continually out of the adjacent Nerves into 
the current of the Blood, ard that, upon irritation, more flrong- 
ly and more copioufly j and the fame Juyce prefently, nimbly, 
and with a fufficient impetus rraiedts the faid current objedted 
to it, it being both act ve in iticlf, and receiving alfo a more vi¬ 
gorous motion from the heat and agitation of the blood. And 
whilft this is doing, the minute particles of the Nervous liquor 
muft needs in their way hit againft thofe grofler whereof the 
greateft part of the Blood con lifts, which, whilft they with¬ 
stand the direct motion of the Succus nervojits, are by the agili¬ 
ty of its pin ts propell'd, in as diredt a line as may be, to the op- 
po-fit fide of the veifel wherein they run, forafmuch as thofe 
grofler ones, being already in motion, do eafily receive a deter¬ 
mination from other particles that are moved more ftrongly 
and fall fidewayes upon them. Now the parts of the Blood 
being thus protruded, they do, when they meet with the ori¬ 
fices above-mention’d, which go into the Secretory vefleis, pafs 
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into the fame without any more ado, if they be of a fize and fi¬ 
gure futable to them; if not, they are by the oppofite fide re“ 
torted into their ftream, and together With it carried forward* 
And fince there is made a continual protrufion of that Nervous 
liquor out of the Blood, the Brain incelfantly furnilhing frelh 
fupplies, and chiefly at the time when we awake, there is thence 
a new and plentiful flock of fuch particles conveyed out of the 
Blood arriving at the Glanduls wherein thofe Nerves are infer¬ 
red, and that fupply is derived into the Secretory VelTelsj and 
thofe particles being confiderably increafed, do at length make 
up a full ft ream. 

This is the fubftance of the Hypothejis , which the Author en¬ 
deavours to prove by reafon, and by the phenomena of fecre- 
tion, as alfo to free from doubts, and to vindicate from Ex¬ 
ceptions : Where occafionally he examins that famous Quefti- 
on. Whether Medicaments work elective ; which done, he ren¬ 
ders a reafon of the copious and fudden making of Urine after 
large drinking ; declaring alfo, How it comes to pafs, that one 
kind of Evacuation being ftopt, the matter is not feldom carried 
off another way: treating befides at large of the Ufe of the 
Vejicula hilar ia, as alfo of private and preternatural Secretions: 
Concerning all which the Author himfelf deferves to be con- 
fulted. 

II. Erafmi Bartholini SELECT A GEOMETRIC A t 

Hauniae, A. 1674. in 4 0 . 

A Lthough thefe Geometrical Tradts were printed fever ally 
divers years ago, yet they now appear again together , un¬ 
der a Title-page of this year; which invites us to give notice of 
them here, efpecially fince formerly but few of any of the fngle 
Tradts were brought into England. 

Thefe Seledla Geometrica then, (being now to be had altoge¬ 
ther at Mr. MartynszX. the Bell in St. Paul’s Church-yard,) are; 

Firjl, a Tradt handling of a General Method to come to an 
./Equation, by reducing all forts of Queftions to general Heads : 
Wr.ere the Learned Author reduces to one head, Jor injlance , all 
Pr ihlems of Proportionals, both Arithmetical, Geometrical, and 
Harmonica!; but treating here only of the two latter, and more 
largely of the left of all. Considering Geometrical Propoli- 
tions, and obftrving the defiderata in folving Problems concern¬ 
ing the fame, he propounds a Method, whereby the Solution of 
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fuch may be found very compendioufly {as he faith ) and with 
far greater difpatch, than hath been done by fome others, espe¬ 
cially the Author of the Clavis Geometries. The like he under¬ 
takes to do, and that more largely, of Harmonica! Proportions* 
concerning which he gives us the Demonfixation of ‘Ten Pro¬ 
blems of that kind, whofe Truth he had found out by the Me¬ 
thod of the Analyjis fpeciofa, thereby to fhew to the Intelligent, 
how great a difference there is between thefe two wayes, for 
jfhortnefs, perfpicuity, pleafantnefs, and cafe to the memory. In 
this piece alio the Author makes mention of divers things about 
the Conjtruclion of /Equations, left imperfect by F lorimundus de 
Beaune, which he (our Author) promifed to publifh with the 
Trait that is abroad, and known by the Title of the Second 
Part of Des-Cartes’s Geometry ; in which indeed he treats de 
Natura & Conjlitutione AEquationum , & de Limitibus , but no¬ 
thing of the Geometrical Conjlructions, either his own or thofe 
that remained imperfect of the faid De Beaune, mention’d to be 
in his (our Authors) cuftody. So much of the frji Tract. 

The Jecond is his Diorijtice; in which having taken notice, how 
fhort the Antient Geometricians came of a General Art of Deter¬ 
mining Problems, he faith, he hath endeavour’d to fupply that 
defedt, by delivering here two General Rules of Determining 
the Limits of /Equations, fo as to know, how many Roots are 
pofiible : in the firft of which he follows the Rule of that fa¬ 
mous Geometrician Fermat : In the fecond, he agrees with the 
Method of the Learn’d Huddenius-, to be met with in the An- 
■ner.a to the firft Part of Des-Cartes’s Geometry ; which feems 
indeed to be a Corollary of the Excellent Slujius his General 
Methodoj Tangents, publifht in No. 90. of thefe Tradts. At the 
end of this piece the Author promifeth his Syjiema Mathefeos 
Univerfalis, where he would have the Reader expedt a large ac¬ 
count of all things belonging to tho^AnalyJisJpecioJa, both as to 
Precepts and Examples : Which promiie ’tis hoped will be 
made good by him ere long. 

The third is an Auclarium Trigonometries , to folveanddemon- 
ftrate Triangles both Redtilinear and Spherical; deliver’d in 
XIII. Propositions, of which he Shews the laft of all to be of 
great Ufe in Tables Agronomical compofed after the manner of 
the B.udolphin made by Kepler , where the Diftance of the Sun 
from the Earth, as alfo from any other Planet, is expreft in Lo- 
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garithmes. For v to find the Prafthaphcerejis of the Orb, he 
there teaches, that you are to refolve a 'Triangulum jimile. BUt 
now, though the Logarithmes of the Tides of a Triangle be gi¬ 
ven, yet there is not given the ratio of the Summ of the fides 
to their Difference-, which is made known by the faid 13th 
Problem, here demonftrated. 


III. LOGIC A,-Jive ARS COGITANDI, e Tertia apud Gallos 
Editione recognita & aucla, in Latinum verfa, Londini impen- 
Jis Joh. Martyn, fub Jigno Campance in D. Pauli Ccemeterio , 
1674. in 8°. 

T His Logick, being now turned into good Latin, feems 
worthy to be recommended to all young Students, as paf- 
fingby, what is ufelefsandpedantique, and comprehending what 
is indeed fober, and neceflary to diredt our Reafon in all forts 
of ingenious and ufeful Sciences. 

It confiders chiefly, what the Caufes are, from whence fo 
many Errors take rife, and how it comes to pafs that we are 
fo far milled in the inveftigation of Truth. 

It regulates our firfl Apprehenjion of things; it confines our 
Judgment and Difcourfe to what is clearly -aftd diftinctly un- 
derftood and it orders, the Mind to difpofe its Ideas and Ratio¬ 
cinations in fuch a Method , as is moll: futable and proper for 
the Explication of any Subject under confideration. 

Moreover it endeavours to (hew v thatthe TenArijlotelianPredica- 
ments , which the Schools hitherto have born themfelves fo much 


upon, are fo far from being of that ufe they lay claim to^that ve¬ 
ry often they are an obftacle to the attainment of folid know¬ 
ledge ; which the Author Attempts to evince; 1. Becaufe that thole 
Predicaments are recommended to Scholars as founded in reafon 


&. truth itfelf, whereas nothing is more arbitrary than they are, 
as proceeding from the imagination of fome one Man, who had 
no right at all to preferibe Laws to the Philofopbical World ; o- 
thers having no lefs power than He to ufe their right in difpo- 
flng the Objedts of their thoughts in fuch order as futes befi: 
Wyiththe Model of Philofophy which they embrace ; upon which 
account very many of thofe that dilTent from Arijloiie find more 
oaufe to adhere to the import of tbefe two Lines ;

They being fullyperfuaded, that the Seaven Heads, herein con-

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tained, have a real foundation in Nature, and do altogether ex- 

haurt the lame. 2. Becaufc that this applauded Series of Predica- 
ments induces many men to take up, and aquiefec in the e mpty 
Shells and Barks of Words, intlead of iincere and good f ruit, 
they caring for little elfe io they can but reckon up iome fine 
Words of an arbitrary fignification, that do not imprint any 
clear and uiftinct idea in the Mind. 

Further, this Logick delivers not bare Rules with trivial and 
naufeous Examples, but having laid down iolid Precepts, it p;e- 
fently transfers them to very good Uje, and accomodates the 
fame to very Infh udtive and Delightful Examples, taken out 
of all forts of real Sciences, whereby they are fo fallen d in the 
Memory, that there they (tick even after the Students have laid 
afide Books of Logick : So that here may be found both Rules 
of good Logick, and the U/es of thole Rules j which mull: 
needs have this excellent Effedt, that by the help of fuch a Lo¬ 
gick as this, ingenious Scholars will be enabled to Judge of 
Sciences and the Sciences, by way of recompence, wdi fix 
Logick the deeper in their underftanding. 

Up n occafion, notice is taken by our Author of what is con¬ 
siderable in Arijiotle ’s Logick, and what other Writings of his 
are valuable from which number he ferupies not to exclude 
his Phyjicks, boldly affirming, that they partly teach what’s 
falfe, partly nothing but what we can not be ignorant of. Where 
he alio declares in general, that fince we owe no deference to a- 
ny Philofophers, but either upon the account of Truth they 
have endeavour'd to difeover, or upon confideration of the e- 
ffieem they have gain’d in the Learn’d Orb, we cannot be ob¬ 
liged further to venerat & Arijiotle than he hr h attained Truth, 
nor pay him honor for the Tenets d' . : him and his fol¬ 

lowers, more than to any other pari of the L r n’d World tr at 
labor in the iearch of Truth, and find v me m fifient from Him. 

When our Author comes to treat of Ko, i.eination, he advi- 
fes his Reader to confider j Whether he ought to fet fo much 
by the Forms of Syllogizing as hath been done hitherto ; and 
Whether moll Errors that entangle men, do not fpring from 
thence, that they build their Difcourfes w^onjalfe Principles, 
rather than they deduce illegitimate confequences from true 
Principles j it hapning but feldom, that we are impofed upon by 
fuch a Ratiocination as is therefore only unfound, becaufe ’tis 

made 
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made up of ill-drawn Conlequences, and it being alfo certain, that he that 
is not able to dill:over lu^h vic.es by the foie Light of nature, will neither 
be able to learn and apply thofe Rules that are taught to detcCt them. 

Proceeding to deliver the Rules of true Method, he firft reccommends the 
four celebrated ones left by Des-Cartes in his Differ tat ion de Metbcao, as ve¬ 
ry uleful to avoid Error m Cheacquifition of Sciences, and then he reprdVncs 
with an high encomium the way ufed by Geometricians for Dcmonitration, 
comprised in thei'i- five Rules •,
